SENSATIONAL DISOOVEBT. 



a Mnrderer's Form Revealed In BU 
Vietim's Eye— Seientifle 



jANMnmv, N. Y., Dec. 20.— A itert- 
ling development waa made in the 
Spearman murder case thii morning. A 
photoflrraph of the morderar hai bem 

discovered. Both Mrs. Spearman's eyee 
are believed to bold pictures of the man 
wbomnfdmdhar. The Sheriff and the 
Coroner discussed the idea of dead aob* 
jects' ejree holding pictures. 

This mftfplnt it was decided to proceed 
on that theory, and, taking Fred S. 
Marsh, they visited the Spearman farm. 
Mr. Marsh magnified one eye of Mrs. 
Spearman 400 per cent and lo, the form 
of a man was found— of a big burly man, 
wearing along overcoat, with his trousers 
badly wrinkled. The face of the man 
was not obtained. Both her eyes were 
removed and taken by the Coroner to 
Jamestown for furtlier examination, and 
to be photographed. 

Mrs. Davis' eyes were i>hotographed 
but no image was found there, conse- 
quently it is believed that the murderer 
came upon her from beliind, and dealt 
the deadly blow without showing himself 
to her. This revelation caused a sensa- 
tion at the farm house. Undertaker 
Hartridge was present, and says the 
photograph of the man's form and clotb- 
lug on the one eye of Mrs. Spearman, 
which was exposed to Mr. Marsh's 
camera, was perfectly distinct. 

Dr. Bowers, the Coroner, made an ex- 
amination and says he sasr the picture as 
distinctly as he could have seen a man 
standing in front of him. E. G. Partridge 
Albert Haseltine and the Rev. Mr. Stod- 
•datd, who were at the house when the 
«zaminatiou wau made, were called into 
the room and examined the eye, one of 
them verifying the statement as describ- 
ing the man in similar language. 

The eyes (if Mrs. Shearman were both 
removed and brought to this city, where 
a scientific process of photographing will 
be used, in the hopes of securinf? a pho- 
tograph of the picture shown in the eye.

Weil-Known Ez-Oonfederate Oruahed 
to Death at WInohaitar Thon- 



Captain li. A. Traey, a prominent citi- 
zen of Winchester, was crushed to death 
Thursday at Gay's hemp warehouse in 
that city. He was on the freight ele- 
vator, and when it reached the first floor 
he attempted to jump off. The boy had 
lost control of the machinery, and the 
Captain's head struck the side of the 
opening and be was instantly killed, his 
neck being broken. 

Ca|)tain Trar y was sixty years old, and 
served in the (Joniederute army during 
tha war as Quartermaster, with the rank 
of Captain, in the Seventh Kentucky Cav- 
alry, Morgan's brigade.

The flrst sociiou i.s ^ iulluwd: 

"That t^o uiucli of J ull acts aud parts 
of acts as rccjuiio, or auihurize the. de 
posit of Uuited .Statcsj bouds to mii'ure 
circulatiuK notes issued by uatioiial 
asHCK'iatioiis (nr as reijuire such associa- 
tious to deposit or keep on deposit, 
United .States Ixjuds for ;uiy i)uruo»o 
«ic»'pt :tn security for public uioiiey), 
be, aud the same is liereby, repealed (as 
to a.s.nK:iatious takiug out circulatiou 
uuder this act;; aud such notes shail 
nut coutaiu the lUtMiMBt that they arc 
M secured." 

Seotiou 2 i^ chuuKod so tli:;t buuka 
can not ouly deposit leyal teuders tu se- 
cure circulatiou, but also curreucy 
certificates iittaed under Seotiou &U, 
i9;t, of the miMd itatatei of the 
United Htates. 

hectiou it is retained entire, except 
that its provisions are restricted to ap- 
plj to national baukiug associations, 
"taking out circulatiou uuder this act." 

Section 4 inserts "the comptroller of 
tlM correncj" as the olfioer to dedguate 
the plaoa where notes to be re- 
deemed. 

Iu Section 5 provision is made for 
keeping up the safety fund and in ad 
dition to tne terms of the original bill 
it ie pvoTided that the ooileotion of eaid 
tax of one-fourth of 1 per cent for eeoh 
half year ehail be resmned and con 
tinned until the said fund ia reetored to 
an amonnt equal to 6 per cent upon the 
totid oinmlatiou outstanding. AUcir 
eolation notee of failed national banks 
aotredoemed on presentation to the 
tnasorer of the United States or an as- 
sistant treMurer of the United States 
shall bear interest at the rate of 6 per 
cent per an'un from the date of the sos 
pension of the buik ontil 80 days after 
public notice has been given that funds 
are on hand for their redemption, aud 
such notes shall constitute a tirst iieu 
npon all moneys theroafcer reoeiTed 
into the safety fund. 

Section 6, allowing the seoretuay of 
the treasury to iuTest money iu the 
safety f uuu in bouds, is the same as iu 
the original bill. 

Section « is entirely new and take.s 
the place of u suction which lias betiu 
thiiuiiateil. Tht^ uew stctioii i.> a> tul 
low.s; "That every national banking 
association lionstofore organized mid 
having bonds on duposit to secure circu- 
latiou may wituuiaw such bouds upon 
the deposit of lawful money of tlie 
I'nitod Staten. now pmvided bylaw and 
thereafter such association may take 
out circulation under this act and be en- 
titled to all the rights, priviluK»s aud 
imiiiunitietd herein uoufnrred." 

Sctctioii H specilles that the i>ortioti of 
(he national bunking act to be repealed 
is limited to so much of Section 12, "as 
directs tliu seurotary of the treasury to 
receive deposits of gold and to issue uer- 
tlficateH thereon." 

Seotiou \> is substantially the same as 
in the original bill. 

Section 10, providiug for state banks, 
is also the same lu in the original bill, 
except that in the restriction on state 
banks a uew proviHiou lu made that the 
guarantee fuud maintained by them 
may include "currency certificates is- 
sued uuder Sectiou blUi of the revised 
statutes. 

An entire new provision is added to 
the state banks as follows: "Whenever 
the secretary of the treosnry and the 
comptroller of the ourreuoy shall be 
satisfied tiiut any banking oorporation 
duly organized under the laws of any 
state and wliich transacts ne other than 
n baukiug business as provided in this 
section has been incorwMrated onder the 
laws of the state iu which it is located, 
whioh laws require that the stookhold-

tion 60, IM, of the revised statutes 
of the United States, ) and the secretary 
of the treasury may, nnder proper mies

.so at great pers(;nal risk, it wotild be 
extremtly uu.sufe for him to venture 
iuto the disturbed country without an 
armed escort aud the porte seems disin- 
clined to furnish such au escort, even 
though requested to do so by Mr. Ter- 
rell, speaking for the president. 

It is probable that the United States 
miuister will persist in his efforts to 
induce the porta to accede to this re- 
quest, and if it should be Anally re- 
fused, Mr. Jewett will still undertake 
the inquiry with whioh ho la charged, 
aud the Turkish gofomment will be 
held responsible for his safe^, for the 
state department oan not concede the 
right of a foreign nation to prevent its 
offloers from collecting information for 
its own use and guidance.

The prison population increased during 
tlie year fw, being equivalent to 5 per 
cent, increase. 

Of tbe 1,156 in confinement 133 are si r- 
ving life sentence. 

Of the 5(51 convicts received from Sher- 
ifiil one-fifth of them were under 20 years 
of-age, more than one>half ware 25 years 
of age and four fifths of them were under 
80 years of age when received. 

Of the S61 reoelved only one claimed 
to have a good education, and 234 had a 
common education, and had none. 

Ot the 661 received 429 claimed to have 
been dnmk when they committed the 
crimes for which they were sent up, and 
182 claimed to have been sober at the 
time. Of the 661 received 884 gave their 
occupation as laborers. 

The report will further show that the 
average daily number in continemeut 
was 1,116} ; ooat of feeding and clothing, 
|68,(W0.,']7 ; average per year, per convict, 
152.56 4-6; average per moaUi, per con- 
vict, $4.88 1*15; average per day, per 
convict, 14 2-5 cents. The output of the 
chair factory, including the hire of other 
convicts, &c., amounts to $17(J,28G.4l ; the 
invoices of material on hand and in pro- 
cess of construction amount to 174,243.82, 
making a toUl of $250,530.23 ; from which 
deduct total cost of material and salaries 
$192,691.67 ; net earnings of convict labor 
$.")7,83H.r)7 ; which only lacks $.S01.71 of 
feeding and clothing the convicts for the 
year. 

The report will nl.so show that while 
the population of Kentucky has iucreaaed 
since 188S only 280,949 or 13 3-10 per 
cent the prison population has increased 
from 906 in m:\ to 1,714 iti 1894, or 
nearly double in ii years.

Targets were set up at varloos 
points in the bay, and Beliy and Alice 
were fired four 'times eaoh, the huge 
shells riooohettlng and glauoiug along 
the waters of the straits for miles be- 
yond the targets, to the great delight of 
the through that lined the bluCFs to wit- 
ness the sight Last spring experiments 
with the Monterey hi a rough sea show- 
ed tliat hor tunelB worked well, even 
under such conditions. Captain Kempff 
reported that the greatest sliding motion 
of thn forward turret in running in the 
trough of the sea for over half u hour 
was only about seven-sixteenths of an 
inch, and while rolling from 9 to 14 
degrees the turret was kept constantly 
moving and worked as easily as if the 
monitor had been at anchor in port. 

In the recent triul of the battery Bet- 
sy luul Alice were fired siiiiultiiiu'dusly, 
but the hydranlio cushions took up the 
recoil well. Some doors and light glass 
abont the ship were shattered by the 
shook, and even two wooden bona 25 
feet away on the deck were crushed and 
Kpliutered. Yet the men in the tnrret 
were not troubled, while the ship aa a 
whole stood the firing without strain. 

These four shots each ore all that 
will be allowed to Bet^ and Alice for 
a year under tbe ndea for annual firing. 
Perhaps the Ug guns will be silent still 
longer, for the Monterey is soon to bo 
put out of cmiiniisiiiou iu order tliat the 
crow may be used for the Olympia. —

W \siiis(.TON, Dec 19.— When President 
Proctor, of the Civil .Service Commission, 
aaserted a few days ago liis'l)elief that! 
before the expiration of President Cleve- 
land's term the classified service would 
be extended to abont every branch of 
the Government eerrice, there ia little 
doabt that bis " belief" was based on in- 
side information from the White House. I 
Mr. Proctor had a long conference with I 
the President this afternoon, and it eanj 
be said on scmi-Dfricial authority that the 
recommendation of the commisaion to 
embrace the chiefs of division in the 
various departmenti under the Civil Ser 
vice laws will be fovorably acted upon in 
the Bear f ntnre. For the moat part these 
places are filled liy Democrats. 

Amendments to the civil service rules 
were also talked over with Mr. Cleve- 
land. One ifl to provide that persons 
within the classified service who may be 
selected for appointment to office out- 
side -of that service, Presidential or 
otherwise, may be eligible to restoration 
within the service in the t vi iU of their 
losing the outside office by reason of its 
alsolition bylaw, or from any other cause. 
It is understood to he the President's 
opinion that employee thus promoted 
or transferred to ofBce outside the classic 
fieil service hecanse of special merit or 
etliciency shoulil not, on account of such 
preferment, lose their standing in the 
classified service, ile has recommended 
to the Civil Service Commission the 
propriety of an amendment to the regu 
lations for the protection of such per 
sons. The plan proposed is that the 
commission shall issue certificates to per- 
sons leavingfthe claasilied service this 
wmj, which will p r ose iv their standioK 
inthoservioo.
